Scholarships offer solution 
fo student tuition problems

Having problems coming up 


‘with tuition money for next 


sememster? Think you might 
have to sit out a semester 
because you have to find a job to 
pay for school? 

Well, fret no more. The 
Rancho Santiago College 
Scholarship Program may have 
just what you need. 

The program has more than 
47 scholarships available to 
Students transferring to four- 
year schools and to students

continuing their education at 
RSC. The scholarships range in 
value from $50 to $5,000 a 
year. . 

“We have a lot of the 
scholarships that no one applys 
for,’ said Sharon Hamilton, of 
the Scholarship Office. “A lot of 
students have misconceptions 
of what is needed to qualify for a 
scholarship.” 

To qualify for a scholarship, a 
student must: have a 2.5 grade 
point average; be currently 
enrolled in at least six units at 
RSC; a minimum of 24 units,

In a letter presented by Lee 
Mallory, president of the RSC 
Academic Senate, to the 
RSCCD Board of Trustees it was 
suggested “‘that the Board place 
an immediate freeze on the 
hiring of all non-teaching 
personnel.” 

Mallory’s suggestion of a 
hiring freeze was one of many 
plans outlined in his letter to the 
board. However, Mallory 
stressed’the need for a ‘’careful 
study” to be made before any 
action be taken. 

Reasoning behind the 
suggestions, Mallory said, was 
to allow the number. of teaching 
positions to approach that of 
non-teaching positions. Figures 
for 1985 show RSC employing 
a ratio of 10 teachers for every 
12 non-teachers. 

California state law, Mallory 
said, requires the ratio to be 
closer to one teacher for every 
non-teacher. 

RSC president Kobert 
Jensen, in a letter addressed to 
Lee Mallory, said that the Board 
of Trustees thanked Mallory for 


Friends reaching out

Scuba-diving in the California 
surf was the goal of 20 year-old 
RSC student Craig Pritchard as 
he turned off Pacific Coast 
Highway into Crystal Cove. 

Fate, in the form of a 
speeding drunk driver, 
shattered that idyllic morning 
and changed Pritchard's life 
forever by broadsiding his 
compact car and sending him 
into a coma that lasted three 
months. That was six years ago. 

Coming back from severe 
brain damage that robbed him 
of all physical movement and 
speech has been a near

miraculous rehabilitative 
process that was engineered 
and sustained by Pritchard's 
mother, Jeri Stoney. 

Today Pritchard is watking, 
talking and attending classes 
three times a week at RSC, 
largely due to Stoney’s 
tenacious love and determina- 
tion. 

When medical specialists 
wanted to warehouse Pritchard 
in a convalescent home 
because he wasn’t responding 
after six months, Stoney 
decided to take matters into her 
own hands. 

Borrowing a van from 
relatives and renting a hoist, 
she managed to transport 
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his and the Academic Senate’s 
concern over the matter. 
Jensen further went on to say 
that the Board of Trustees 
would like all information 
Mallory had on the situation. 

While the Academic Senate 
has not conducted a formal 
study, Mallory said that what 
has been gathered “in person 
and by telephone, from RSC and 
other’ community colleges has 
already been published in the 
Faculty News and Views. 

Mallory said, in a second 
letter, that he was “looking 
forward to working with’ 
Jensen and the Board of 
Trustees. The Academic 
Senate, Mallory said, -is also 
looking forward to getting 
together with the Board in order 
to ‘‘gather information, 
hammer out a plan, and get 
some action.” . 

Mallory expressed his 
concerns to Jensen over the 
possibility that someone might 
‘“‘misstate our written 
remarks.” Mallory said this had 
already been done in the Dec. 
10 issue of News from the 
Board of Trustees.

A process called Doman 
Delecatio Method of Patterning 
caught Stoney’s attention. This 
procedure, designed to 
reprogram in the brain those 
inbred motions associated with 
crawling and swimming, had 
proved successful in restoring 
the capabilities of brain- 
damaged individuals. ; 

Running ads _ in local 
newspapers, phoning churches 
and friends, Stoney gathered 
volunteers. Patterning requires 
five participants: one for each 
limb and the head. These 
passive exercises would

“We always talked to Craig 
and played tapes sent by his 
uncle, even when he was in a 
coma,” Stoney said. ‘One day, 
he began to cry while watching 
a sentimental Bell Telephone 
commercial and that was really 
the beginning of the return of 
Craig's verbal communication.” 

As Pritchard continued to 
regain use of his body and 
mental processes,. Stoney 
continued to research the 
various agencies and services 
available to the handicapped. 
Taking a job with High Hopes 
Center for the Brain Injured, she 
insured a place for her son in 
the program. High Hopes 
offered adaptive Nautilus 
equipment, memory building 
programs and a workshop. 

Upon discovering the many 


® 


programs offered at RSC, she 
enrolled Pritchard in the Fall of 
1983. Pritchard began speech 
therapy once a week in RSC’s 
Speech, Hearing and Language 
Center under the direction of 
Gail Tracer. At that time, 
according to his current 
therapist, Janet Trueman, he 
was barely able to say more 
than the words, ‘‘one’’ and 
“mom”. 

He relied on a Canon 
Communicator computer to 
express his thoughts and ideas. 

“Today, Craig can speak in 
sentences he has formulated, is 
good at naming objects and 
uses certain social phrases 
spontaneously, such as ‘See 
you later’ and ‘Hi, how are 
you,’ Trueman said. 

Apraxia, the loss of the ability 
to program sounds and to say

“He also manifests signs of 
dysarthria, a weakness of the 
muscles of speech,”’ Trueman 
said. 

Working out in the RSC 
Fitness Center during his twice 
weekly adaptive P.E. class is a 
part of his school schedule that 
Pritchard enjoys. 

“When he began this class, 
Craig was only able to use the 
stationary bike,”” said Myrond 
Brown, adaptive P.E. teacher. 
“Now, he can_ utilize the 
shoulder press, leg press, chest 
press and is capable of bent 
knee sit-ups. We _ have _ to 
monitor him closely because, in 
his enthusiasm, he tries to over 
do.”

Financial aid is to help the 
student, no matter their 
income, who want a quality 
education. Not many people 
know that. Except for the people 
in the Financial Aid office in 
Johnson Center. 

Applications for grants and 
loans are available from either 
the federal or state govern- 
ments at the office. 

Monies to be paid back at a 
certain percentage amount are 
called loans. Grants differ in 
that monies do not have to be 
paid back. 

Criteria for both are similar: 
need, not grade point average, 
is the major qualifying point. 
Some not only help with tuition 
costs and books but also with 
living expenses. 

Daniel Rubalcava, director of 


Financial aid, said he would like 
to make more students aware 
that these tenefits exists. 

Available also is the new 
Board of Governor's Grant 
(BOGG) that will pay for 
enrollment fee whether it is for 
one unit or 15 units. 

Choices are many when one 
decides on a higher education. 
Don't let your lack of funds stop 
you from achieving your goals. 

Check the financial aid office. 
Hours are: Monday through 
Wednesday and Friday 8-4:30 
p.m., Thursday 8-3:00 p.m. 

Ask questions or take a 
Financial Aid for Students 
Workbook. It is filled with 
information on numerous aid 
programs and criteria.

And He’s allowed me to go to the 
mountain. And I've looked over, and I’ve seen the promised land 
.. So I'm happy tonight. I'm not worried about anything. I'm not 
fearing any man.”

The next night, April 4, 1968, he was dead, the victim of an 
assassin’s bullet that sent his dream into a permanent freeze- 
frame. A frame of consciousness that hasn’‘t begun moving yet in 
some of these United States. 

He was Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 

The nation, or most of the nation, celebrated his birthday as a 
federal holiday on Jan. 19. 10 states refused: to recognize 
his birthday and protests occurred in selected areas. 

In Forsyth County, Georgia, a band of Klu Klux Klansmen and 
their supporters pelted a band of blacks and whites marching 
through the county. As one member of the all-white county said, 
on national TV, ‘We ain't anti-nigger, we just don’t want them 
living here.” 

Go crawl back under your rock, buddy. And take the rest of 
Forsyth County with you. With friends like you, who needs 
cyanide? 

This is the same Georgia that King dreamed about when he 
said, “| have a dream that one day on the red hills of Georgia the 
sons of former slaves and the sons of former slaveowners will be 
able to sit down together at the table of brotherhood.” 

In Arizona, 15,000 braved freezing weather to protest the 
governor's action in rescinding a King holiday. You've got to 
wonder where that state is headed with that man in charge. 

In Westmoreland, Virginia, the banks were closed for the “‘Lee- 
Jackson-King” holiday. Some of the residents were incensed 
that. King’s name was added to the observation of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee and Stonewall Jackson, two Confederate generals, birthday. 

Have you heard about 
the Emancipation Proclamation, dated 1863? How about the 
Declaration of Independence, which states that “all men are 
created equal?”
